I am glad to print the following defenco of prison 
warders from Justice: “Why are warders always 
represented in novels as a set of inhuman brutes, 
whose sole pleasure is in inflicting blows and kicks 
on the convicts, who if so treated would mutiny P 
On the whole, convict warders are an exemplary 
class of men, who have served and fought in the 
Army and Navy. Again, it is untrue that the con- 
vict loses his name and becomes only a number. 
When a party goes out to work, the names are all 
entered on the warder’s roll book, and called out 
when the party returns. Warders on escort are 
never supplied with firearms. The fearful oaths 
warders are supposed to utter are purely imaginary, 
for one of their rules is against swearing, and 

offenders aro reported and fined. If a warder were 
to use bad Innguage and kick a convict in his cell 
it must bo known by the head warder, who is 
always near, and the man would be dismissed. I 
hope you will stop these libels against a body of 
old warriors, who can show as many hard won 
medals as any body of civil servants.” 
I think it only fair to give this defence of the 
much abused prison warder. However, I shall be 
very pleased to hear any other view of the case, 
from any reader who is in a position to give it.
